Prom  Tuberculosis:  During  the  year  there  were  two  deaths  from 
rms  disease,  giving  a death  rate  of  .05  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This 
Ptte  compares  with  .10  for  the  previous  year.

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  these 
classes  was  152. 


Premature  Infants:  It  was  not  necessary  to  transfer  any  premature 
infant  to  Perth  Royal  Infirmary  for  special  care  and  attention. 

; Of  the  738  births  in  respect  of  persons  whose  usual  place  of  residence 
was  within  the  City,  46  were  premature,  and  of  this  number  9 were  born 
at  home  and  37  in  hospital. 

Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children:  3 unmarried  mothers  and 
their  children  whose  permanent  address  was  within  the  City,  were  provided 
With  care  and  attention  at  Melville  House,  129  Scott  Street.

Day  Nursery:  The  number  of  attendances  at  Florence  Place  Day  Nurser 
during  the  year  was  7,799.  The  average  daily  attendance  during  the  yea 
was  30. 

Training  of  Nursery  Nurses:  The  scheme  for  training  of  nursery  nurse 
continued  as  formerly.  During  the  year  3 students  completed  their  firs 
year  and  2 their  second  year  of  training.  One  student  passed  the  examina 
tion  and  gained  the  Nursery  Nurses  Certificate. 

Children’s  Homes:  During  the  year  27  children  under  5 years  of  age  an< 
13  over  5 years  of  age  were  admitted  to  the  Children’s  Homes.  Th 
Medical  treatment  continues  to  be  provided  by  each  child’s  family  doctoi 
The  Medical  Officers  of  the  Health  Department  continue  to  pay  regula 
visits  to  the  Homes. 
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1 f an1d  Child-Minders  Act:  Two  persons  continue  to  be  regis- 
tered under  the  Nurseries  and  Child-Minders  Act.  They  are  both  in 
charge  of  kindergarten  schools  for  15  and  13  children  respectively  The 
premises  were  regularly  inspected.  y 

DentM  Care:  The  scheme  outlined  in  previous  reports  has  continued 
sansfactonly,  and  as  a result  of  the  improved  publicity  arrangements  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  cared  for  under  the  scheme. 

, U,nng  , year  1j530  applications  were  received  under  the  priority  den- 
tal scheme,  40_  application  being  in  respect  of  expectant  mothers,  449  in 
respect  of  nursing  mothers,  and  679  in  respect  of  pre-school  children. 
During  the  year  171  full  or  partial  sets  of  dentures  were  supplied  to 
expectant  and  nursmg  mothers.  Fees  paid  to  dentists  in  practice  under 
the  scheme  amounted  to  £421:  15/-. 

BbLth  Notifications:  There  were  1,256  births  notified  as  occurring 
within  the  City,  being  an  mcrease  of  38  from  the  previous  year.  In  700 
cases  the  usual  place  of  residence  was  within  the  City  and  was  an  increase 
of  44  compared  with  the  1959  figure.  35  per  cent  of  the  City  births  were 
confined  at  home.  88  per  cent  of  all  the  births  occurred  in  maternity 
Hospitals  or  nursing  homes. 


hifant  Mortality:  There  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  infant  mortality 
rate,  the  figure  for  1960  being  28  per  1,000  births  as  compared  with  34  for 
the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  the  whole  of  Scotland  was  26  and  for 
large  burghs  28. 

• Aim°St  ^-6  Per  cent  °f  the  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  occurred 
in  the  first  month  of  life  as  compared  with  71  per  cent  during  1959.  Of 
the  deaths  occuring  in  the  first  month  of  life,  10  occurred  within  48  hours 
o irth.  In  all  of  these  cases  the  mothers  were  confined  in  hospital, 
fior  the  causes  of  death  reference  should  be  made  to  Table  No.  4. 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  which  takes  account  of  still  births  and 
peaths  of  infants  during  the  first  4 weeks  of  life  was  34.7  per  1,000  births, 
being  a decrease  from  the  1959  figure  which  was  36. 

Prevention  of  Break-up  of  Families:  A total  of  35  cases  were  dealt 
with  throughout  the  year.  Many  of  the  cases  involved  financial  problems 
resulting  from  hire  purchase  and  credit  buying.  As  a result  it  was  decided 
to  make  use  of  the  pamphlet  entitled  “Setting-up  House”  published  by  the 
ocottish  Council  of  Social  Service.  These  leaflets  give  guidance  on  the 
three  ways  to  obtain  goods  by  payment  of  a number  of  instalments,  namely, 
hire  purchase,  credit  sales,  and  personal  credit.  Arrangements  have  been 
inade  to  have  these  leaflets  distributed  by  the  City  Factor  to  the  tenants 
of  Corporation  houses. 


Marriage  Guidance  Council:  Some  24  cases  were  dealt  with  during  the 
year.  There  is  still  an  urgent  need  for  suitable  persons  to  train  as  counsel- 
lors for  this  very  important  wrork. 


Family  Planning  Clinic:  During  the  year  the  number  of  attendances  a 
this  Clinic  totalled  661.  Of  the  150  new  cases  who  attended  during  the 
year  61  belonged  to  the  City  of  Perth,  76  to  the  County,  and  13  to  othe 
areas. 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE 

Medical  Inspections:  During  the  year  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Healt 
Department  carried  out  1966  routine  medical  inspections.  In  2v_ditio. 
317  special  examinations,  523  vision  examinations,  155  examinations  c 
employed  children,  and  709  re-examinations  were  carried  out.  22,32 
examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  school  nurses,  principally  in  connec 
tion  with  cleanliness  inspections  and  the  follow-up  of  children  found  t 
be  suffering  from  defects  at  routine  medical  inspections. 

As  a result  of  the  routine  medical  inspections  it  was  found  that  81.3  pe 
cent  of  the  children  examined  were  healthy.  .6  per  cent  showed  evidenc 
of  dirty  heads;  2 per  cent  of  the  children  examined  suffered  from  squint 
4.3  per  cent  of  all  the  children  examined  were  found  to  be  suffering  froi 
some  abnormality  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat;  and  18.6  per  cent  of  all  thos 
examined  suffered  from  other  defects. 

A synopsis  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  is  containe 
in  Tables  Nos.  8 to  10.  For  more  detailed  information  reference  shoul 
be  made  to  the  Report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination:  Of  the  891  children  born  during  1947  who  attende 
City  schools,  acceptance  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  received  in  respect  < 
857,  giving  an  acceptance  rate  of  96  per  cent.  During  1960,  338  childre 
were  tested  under  this  scheme,  and  of  those  tested  302  received  B.C.C 
vaccine.  In  addition  513  children  who  had  been  vaccinated  previous! 
were  retested,  365  shoving  a positive  re-action. 

Since  the  scheme  started  in  1953,  4988  children  have  been  tested  an 
3,852  received  B.C.G.  vaccine. 

DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY 

8 full-time  Nurse/ Mid  wives  continued  to  be  employed  and  one  midwb 
in  private  practice  is  still  employed  on  a case  basis. 

During  the  year  14  pupil  midwives  from  Perth  Royal  Infirmary7  receive 
instruction  and  training  from  the  nurses  on  the  district.  The  Medic 
Officer  of  Health  gave  two  courses  of  five  lectures  each  to  the  pupil  mic 
wives  at  the  Maternity  Department  of  the  Infirmary. 

Transport  Arrangements:  The  transport  arrangements  as  outlined  i 
last  year’s  report  continue  to  prove  extremely7  satisfactory. 

Maternity  Outfits:  Outfits  continue  to  be  provided  to  maternity  case 
distribution  being  undertaken  by  the  midwife  in  charge  of  the  case  or  t 
the  patient  or  a relative  calling  at  the  Health  Department  to  collect  tl 
container. 

Supervision  of  Midwives:  The  equipment  and  records  of  the  midwivi 
practising  in  the  area  are  inspected  at  regular  intervals  by  the  Superii 
tendent  Nursing  Officer  in  her  capacity  as  Supervisor  of  Midwives. 
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I Domiciliary  Confinements:  286  applications  for  maternity  service  were 
received  during  the  year.  This  number  compares  with  245  during  1959. 
245  confinements  were  conducted  during  the  year  as  compared  with  195 
I during  1959.  An  additional  7 cases  who  received  ante-natal  care  by  the 
domiciliary  mid  wives  were  later  admitted  to  hospital. 

Analgesia:  All  the  midwives  employed  by  the  Local  Authority  hold  the 
certificate  for  the  administration  of  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  trilene. 
One  trilene  and  four  gas  and  air  machines  have  been  supplied,  and  during 
the  year  161  patients  received  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  47  trilene.  In 
addition  163  of  the  patients  were  given  pethidine. 

HOME  NURSING 

The  duties  of  the  Home  Nursing  Service  continue  to  be  carried  out 
by  8 full-time  Nurse/Midwives. 

On  the  13,835  visits  paid  by  the  nurses,  no  less  than  10,860  which  is 
I 78  per  cent  were  paid  to  the  homes  of  aged  persons.  These  figures  in  my 
I opinion  show  that  this  service  is  in  no  small  measure  relieving  the  pressure 
; °n  hospitals.  In  all  579  patients  received  nursing  care,  366  or  63  per  cent 
°f_,ng  aSed  persons.  There  was  a decrease  of  271  visits  compared  with  1959. 

I' Of  the  total  13,835  visits,  3,192  were  for  the  purpose  of  giving  injections 
’Of  one  kind  or  another — penicillin,  streptomycin,  morphia,  insulin,  etc. 

Two  patient  hoists  have  been  made  available  for  use  by  the  nurses  by 
Stile  local  branch  of  the  Multiple  Sclerosis  Society  and  these  have  proved 
•of  great  assistance  to  the  nurses  in  their  work.

265  articles  were  loaned  out  during  the  year  to  persons  being  nursed 
| at  home,  compared  with  245  articles  during  the  previous  year.  The

As  is  shown  by  the  above  figures,  the  greatest  use  of  the  sendee  is  ma 
by  aged  persons,  principally  those  living  alone.  Gifts  of  flowers,  fro 
etc.,  continue  to  be  sent  to  some  of  the  old  folks  on  the  occasion  of  th< 
birthdays  through  the  bequest  of  Miss  Duffin.  This  scheme  brings  gn 
pleasure  to  the  old  folks. 

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 
Vaccination  against  Smallpox:  518  primary  vaccinations  were  carri 
out  during  the  year,  being  a decrease  of  141  compared  with  the  previc 
year.  Of  these  291  were  carried  out  at  the  Local  Authority’s  Clini 
the  remainder  being  done  by  general  practitioners. 

As  a result  of  a survey  carried  out  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  fou 
that  84  per  cent  of  City  children  entering  school  had  been  vaccinat 
against  smallpox.  Of  all  the  children  examined  at  routine  medical  insp< 
lions  at  City  schools,  87  per  cent  were  found  to  have  been  vaccinated. 

In  all,  107  re-vaccinations  were  reported  as  having  been  carried  o 
principally  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  certificates  in  respect  of  peo] 
proceeding  abroad. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria:  This  is  now  the  13th  consecut 
year  in  which  there  has  been  no  case  of  diphtherhia  in  the  City',  and  ii

. malt  continues  to  be  given  free  of  charge  where  necessary,  46  jars 
long  issued  during  the  year.  29  domiciliary  cases  of  tuberculosis  were 
Implied  during  the  year  with  one  pint  of  milk  per  day  at  a total  cost  of 
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£230:  14:  5.  During  the  year  43  tins  of  disinfectant  were  issued  to  domici 
liary  cases  and  one  case  was  supplied  with  bedding. 

Co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour:  7 men  and  3 women  wh 
had  suffered  from  tuberculosis  were  placed  in  suitable  employmen 
during  the  year. 


Mass  Radiography:  A total  of  5,783  persons  were  examined  by  mas 
radiography  during  the  year,  52  being  found  to  have  abnormalities.  Th

During  the  year  weekly  returns  have  been  received  from  Perth  Roy 
Infirmarv  and  Bridge  of  Earn  Hospital  of  all  accidents  involving  residen 
of  Perth"  who  required  admission  to  hospital.  During  the  year  /I  hOE 
accident  cases  were  investigated  by  the  Health  Visitors.  For  a detail 
reference  of  these  accidents  reference  should  be  made  to  fables  M 
35  and  36  of  this  report.  Of  the  71  home  accidents  investigated  32  we 
considered  preventive  and  4 were  fatal.  The  commonest  cause  or  L 
home  accidents  was  falls,  involving  persons  between  the  ages  ot  /0  ai 
80  years. 

Vehicular  Accidents:  160  accidents  resulting  from  vehicular  traf 
were  reported  to  the  Chief  Constable,  being  a decrease  of  9 from  ti 
previous  year.  As  a result  of  these  accidents  177  persons  were  injure 
2 fatally,  64  seriously,  and  111  slighdy.  55  of  the  injured  persons  we 
under  15  years  of  age. 

Non- Vehicular  Accidents:  Exclusive  of  those  deaths  and  injur 
caused  by  vehicular  accidents,  there  were  investigated  19  sudden  deat 
16  fatal  accidents  and  5 suicides.  Of  the  fatal  accidents  9 were  from  falls 
were  due  to  coal  gas  poisoning,  and  2 from  asphyxiation  from  falls  of  sai 
Of  the  suicides,  3 were  caused  by  coal  gas  poisoning,  1 by  hanging,  an< 
by  drowning.

Throughout  1960  Rosslyn  House  provided  residential  accommodation 
tar  an  average  of  101  persons  daily.  During  the  last  few  years  the  upward 
trend  of  admissions,  although  slight,  has  persisted,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
' DOtj  , 1 the  ^own  Council,  with  commendable  foresight,  have  already 
made  plans  to  augment  such  accommodation  by  the  erection  in  the  near 
1 tuture  of  another  Home  for  old  people. 

Normal  maintenance  work  was  carried  out  to  the  interior  of  the  Home 
sand  handrails  were  fitted  throughout  corridors  and  stairways.  These 
sare  undoubtedly  a boon  to  the  residents. 

The  services  of  a Chiropodist  continued  to  be  available  to  the  residents 
ion  one  day  of  each  month.  This  is  a service  much  appreciated  and  of 
ueal  value  both  to  the  residents  and  in  the  running  of  the  Home. 

A small  number  of  residents  attended  the  Occupational  Therapy 
: course  at  Burghmuir  Hospitals  on  3 days  of  each  week.  They  derived  much 
-enjoyment  and  benefit  from  this. 

I:  Medical  supervision  of  the  Home  was  carried  out  by  Dr.  Forrest 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  but  so  far  as  medical  attention  is 
FOncerned  each  resident  in  the  Home  is  attended  to  by  his  or  her  own 
Koctor. 


Every  Monday  evening  the  residents  had  the  opportunity  of  purchasing 
-goods  from  the  W.V.S.  Mobile  Canteen  which  called  with  a variety  of 
^confectionery,  fruit,  stationery,  and  other  items  suitable  for  old  people 
*°r  specially  requested  on  a previous  visit. 

Facilities  for  reading  continued  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Sandeman 
library  Committee  and  the  Red  Cross  Society,  etc.,  from  whom  a large 
quantity  of  books  to  interest  all  tastes  were  received.  Magazines  and  other 
reading  material  were  also  provided  by  visitors  and  other  kind  people. 
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Lady  members  of  City  churches  continued,  in  turn,  their  good  work  of 
visiting  one  day  a week.  These  visits  were  keenly  appreciated  b}  the 
old  people,  especially  those  who  do  not  have  many  \isitors. 

Numerous  entertainments,  concerts,  and  excursions  were  pro . idea 
throughout  the  year  through  the  generosity  of  voluntary  organisations 
and  individuals  in  the  City,  and  also  by  the  Town  Council.  Moreot  er. 
an  addition  to  the  outside  recreational  amenities  of  Rosslyn  House  was 
provided  by  the  opening  of  an  outdoor  Draughts  Board,  which  was  rreely 
patronised  chiefly  by  the  men  throughout  the  summer  and  autumn  days.  Ii 
was  officially  opened  for  play  by  Ex-Baillie  David  Duncan,  Com  enor  of  the 
Welfare  Committee,  who  expressed  thanks  to  the  donors,  namely  Messrs 
William  Duff  & Sons  (Builders),  Limited,  and  the  local  branch  of  th< 
Women’s  Voluntary  Society. 

The  continued  kindly  and  practical  interest  taken  in  the  Home  by  s< 
many  firms,  societies,  associations  and  individuals  is  worthy  of  the  highes 
praise  and  plays  a great  part  in  promoting  the  happiness  of  the  resident* 
and  staff,  the  latter  having  a very  onerous  job  which  they  carry  out  witl 
credit. 

Accommodation  for  Aged  Persons:  In  the  City,  Bowerswell  Memoria 
Home  was  the  only  voluntary  home  registered  under  the  Act  and  continue! 
to  provide  homely  and  comfortable  accommodation  for  22  aged  persons 
Within  its  grounds  twenty  semi-detached  cottages  are  occupied  by  elder! 
retired  folks,  all  of  whom  enjoy  a lovely  home  in  beautiful  surrounding; 

Aged  Persons:  Various  services  continued  to  be  available  to  old  peopl 
who  were  regularly  visited  during  the  year.  Advice  and  help  with  varion 
problems  were  given  where  necessary  and  desired.  In  co-operation  wit 
the  Women’s  Voluntary  Services  and  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Council  th 
Town  Council  continued  to  provide  a wholesome  mid-day  meal  to  those  ol 
people  living  alone,  who,  because  of  some  form  of  infirmity,  were  unable  t 
provide  themselves  with  a satisfactory  and  sustaining  meal.  '1  his  servic 
popularly  known  as  “Meals  on  Wheels”,  in  conjunction  with  the  valuab] 
Home  Help  Service,  enabled  a number  of  old  people  to  remain  happily  i 
their  own  homes  when  otherwise  they  might  have  required  care  in 
residential  home  or  hospital. 

Handicapped  Persons:  Although  no  additional  services  were  provide 
during  the  year,  it  is  hoped  to  inaugurate  a Club  for  Substantially  Hand 
capped  Persons  during  1961,  when  those  wishing  may  attend  once 
fortnight  for  recreational  and  social  purposes.  Normal  visitation  of  tho: 
known  to  the  Welfare  Department  was  carried  out  regularly,  when  advi< 
on  many  points  was  given,  and  help,  where  possible,  made  available.  T1 
Homebound  Teacher  from  Anton  House  continued  to  call  on  tho 
interested  in  craftwork  and  aided  in  selling  suitable  articles  made  I 
these  handicapped  persons. 

The  power  of  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  or  other  suitable  premis 
from  their  own  home  of  any  person  requiring  care  and  attention  with 
the  terms  of  Section  47  of  the  Act,  was  not  used  during  the  year. 
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Property  and  houses  belonging  to  8 persons  had  to  be  taken  care  of 
durmg  the  year,  and  no  burials  were  arranged.

DISINFESTATION  OF  BUG  INFESTED  FURNITURE  ANT 

BEDDING 

622  houses  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  bedbugs  prior  to  th 
removal  of  tenants  to  Corporation  houses.  In  one  case  evidence  of  vermi 
was  found  and  arrangements  were  made  for  the  Edinburgh  Hygienic  Co 
to  undertake  the  removal. 


OVERCROWDING 

During  the  past  year  281  overcrowding  cases  were  rehoused,  141  bein 
tenants  of  houses  and  1 40  occupying  sub-let  rooms. 

GENERAL  SANITATION 

314  nuisances  were  discovered  or  complained  of  and  61  intimatior 
under  Section  19  and  4 notices  under  Section  20  of  the  Public  Healt 
(Scotland)  Act,  1897  were  served.  634  visits  of  inspection  and  enquit 
were  made. 
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SANITARY  CONVENIENCES 

Improvements  in  the  sanitary  accommodation  of  houses  resulted  in  the 
provision  of  18  bathrooms,  14  kitchenettes,  11  ventilated  larders  and 
8 w.c.  apartments. 

PAINTING  OF  COMMON  STAIRS  AND  PASSAGES 

During  the  year  107  notices  were  issued  under  the  Burgh  Police 
(Scotland)  Act,  1892,  Section  117  in  respect  of  41  stairs  and  passages 
involving  296  visits.  In  46  cases,  painting  had  been  completed  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 


CLEANSING  AND  SCAVENGING 

Refuse  is  collected  three  times  a week  from  premises  in  the  centre  of 
the  City  and  other  densely  populated  areas  including  Corporation  Housing 
Schemes,  and  twice  a week  from  premises  in  outlying  districts.  The  refuse 
is  conveyed  to  the  Separation  and  Destruction  Plant  at  Friarton,  where 
salvage  material  is  extracted.  The  remainder  is  burned  and  the  dust  and 
clinker  taken  to  the  tip  at  Newhouse  Quarry. 

There  are  27  street  sweeping  beats  in  the  City  with  a sweeper  on  each.

THE  CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

A detailed  survey  of  the  proposed  smoke  control  area  in  the  Letham 
:district  was  completed  during  the  year  and  the  results  were  submitted  to 
:the  Health  Committee.  It  was  recommended  that  out  of  a total  of  2,454 
^houses  an  exemption  should  be  granted  for  the  854  all-electric  houses  so 
rthat  the  use  of  paper  and  sticks  could  be  permitted  for  the  ignition  of 
tfires. 

The  Committee  approved  and  agreed  to  recommend  to  the  Town 
•Council  that  a formal  Order  should  be  made  which  would  come  into 
'.operation  as  from  1st  October,  1961.  The  Town  Council  however,  agreed 
lo  defer  consideration  of  the  establishment  of  a Smoke  Control  Area  on  the

The  nine  premises  licensed  under  the  Order  were  inspected  and  the 
terms  of  the  Order  were  found  to  be  met. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

Operations  under  the  Act  were  carried  out  bv  the  operator  employee 
by  this  Department  under  the  supervision  of  the  Assistant  Sanitar 
Inspectors. 

440  rats  and  530  mice  were  destroyed  mostly  by  the  use  of  “Warfarin” 
1 his  includes  155  rats  and  83  mice  at  business  premises,  285  rats  and  44’ 
mice  at  dwelling  house  property.  622  visits  were  made  and  poisoning 
carried  out  where  necessary. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

1 he  total  quantity  ol  water  distributed  during  the  year  ending  31s 
December,  1960  was  1,154,091,000  gallons,  which  figure  includes  a tota 
of  42,097,000  gallons  supplied  to  Perth  County  Council.

ENQUIRIES 

During  the  year  81  visits  of  enquiry  were  made  to  houses  in  which 
cases  of  infectious  disease  had  occurred  and  particulars  of  patients  and 
contacts  were  obtained.  59  notices  were  sent  to  Headmasters  of  schools 
regarding  exclusion  periods  of  patients  and  contacts. 

Tuberculosis  Disinfections: — Special  attention  is  given  to  houses  from 
which  cases  of  Tuberculosis  have  been  removed  to  Hospital  or  where 
deaths  from  the  disease  have  taken  place. 

20  houses  and  6 sets  of  bedding  were  disinfected. 


FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  Food  Hygiene  (Scotland)  Regulations  have  now  been  in  operation 
for  the  first  full  year  and  it  is  fitting  that  we  should  review  the  position  to 
see  their  effect  and  note  the  improvements  that  have  already  taken  place 
in  this  new  field  of  work. 

A preliminary  inspection  has  now  been  made  of  practically  all  the  food 
premises  and  vehicles  in  the  City  and  since  then  many  improvements  have 
been  carried  out. 

The  effect  of  improvements  is  most  notable  in  butcher’s  shops,  some  of 
which  have  been  completely  rebuilt  or  modernised  with  most  pleasing 
results.  The  worst  conditions,  however,  were  found  in  bakehouses  in 
which  there  is  still  much  need  for  improvement  in  the  construction  of  the 
premises  and  in  the  general  standard  of  cleanliness. 

Whilst  it  has  been  suggested  that  all  food  premises  should  be  subject 
to  registration,  I do  not  think  we  are  in  a position  to  demand  this  yet.  In 
the  meantime,  however,  certain  premises  have  been  found  to  be  unsuitable 
for  use  as  a food  business  owing  to  their  construction  or  condition. 

I would  suggest  that  Regulation  No.  8 should  be  amended  to  read  “No 
food  business  shall  be  carried  on  in  any  premises,  vehicle,  stall  or  place, 
the  situation  or  construction  or  condition  of  which  would  expose  the  food 
to  contamination.” 

The  following  table  show's  the  number  of  premises  in  which  works  have 
been  carried  out  as  required  by  the  Regulations. 
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In  addition  to  the  improvements  effected  in  premises  as  shown  in  the 
foregoing  table,  lighting  and  ventilation  was  improved  in  a restaurant 
kitchen  by  the  provision  of  a window  in  the  rear  external  wall. 

Hotels:— It  was  found  generally  that  the  standard  was  satisfactory  and 
only  minor  items  required  attention. 


FOOD  SUPPLY 

.Milk  Supply:  The  inspection  of  the  two  creameries  and  all  retail 
j premises  was  carried  out  regularly  during  the  year.  All  complaints  were 
1 Drought  to  the  notice  of  the  persons  concerned  and  remedied,  the  various 
.Acts,  Orders  and  Regulations  being  complied  with  generally. 

Improvements  were  carried  out  at  the  one  producer’s  premises  within 
ithe  City  and  a producer’s  license  for  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  was  granted.

■Pasteurisation  Plants: — There  are  two  creameries  in  the  City  at  which 
milk  is  Pasteurised.  Regular  sampling  and  inspection  was  carried  out 
during  the  year.  All  milk  coming  into  the  creameries  is  Tuberculin 
Tested.

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BULK  STORAGE  AND  COLLECTION  OF  MILK 

A system  of  bulk  storage  and  collection  of  milk  was  introduced  durinj 
the  year. 

By  this  system  milk  is  stored  in  special  tanks  at  low  temperature  on  tb 
farms  and  the  milk  is  then  collected  by  tankers  from  the  farms  and  deliverei 
to  the  creameries. 

The  tankers  have  a capacity  of  1,500  gallons  each.  One  deliver}'  i 
made  to  one  creamery  per  day  by  one  tanker  and  at  the  other  there  ar 
three  deliveries,  two  by  one  tanker  and  another  by  a second  tanker. 

The  Scottish  Milk  Marketing  Board  requested  that  the  Perth  Creamer 
Co.  Ltd.,  be  permitted  to  take  a supply  of  1,500  galls,  of  bulk  milk  ffon 
the  Board,  500  gallons  of  which  would  be  bottled  and  sold  as  raw  T.T 
Milk. 

I reported  that  the  bulk  supply  would  come  from  various  supplier 
and  recommended  that  permission  be  not  granted  to  bottle  tanker  mil 
without  it  first  being  pasteurised  as  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  trace  th 
source  of  any  contamination  or  infection.  The  Health  Committee  and  th 
Town  Council  approved  my  recommendation. 

Scottish  Milk  Testing  Schemes: — All  milk  supplies  coming  into  th 
creameries  are  tested  by  experienced  milk  testers.  Any  failures  ar 
promptly  notified  to  the  producers  concerned  and  as  a result  of  whic 
milk  standards  are  maintained  at  a high  level. 

During  the  year  29  samples  failed  the  Resazurin  Test  and  150  gallon 
were  rejected  at  the  platform.  The  quantity  rejected  is  very  small  con 
sidering  the  gallonage  dealt  with. 

School  Milk: — Attention  is  given  to  school  milk  supplies  both  in  th 
creameries  and  at  the  schools  and  regular  sampling  was  carried  out  durin 
the  year. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  (SCOTLAND)  ORDER

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 
Meat: — The  following  tables,  supplied  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Cameron,  B.E.M 
Superintendent  of  the  Abattoir,  gives  particulars  of  animals  slaughtere 
in  the  Public  Abattoir  and  the  quantity  of  meat  condemned  there  durin 
the  year. 

The  number  of  animals  Slaughtered  and  Inspected  was  76,155  con 
prising  of : — 6,628  Bullocks,  90  Bulls,  628  Cows,  607  Heifers,  751  Calve 
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19,297  Sheep,  40,911  Lambs  and  7,243  Swine,  which  in  comparison  with 
returns  for  1959  shows  an  mcrease  of  433  Bullocks,  47  Bulls  33  Cows 

^ves’  6,664  Sheep;  but  a decrease  of  14,818  Lambs  and 
14  Swine.  An  all  over  decrease  of  7,414  animals. 

The  Tables  given  in  this  Report  show  in  detail  the  class  of  animals 
slaughtered  and  the  extent  of  which  disease  was  prevalent. 


CYSTICERCUS  BOVIS 

There  were  two  cases  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  during  the  year  1960. 

One  Carcase  and  Organs  being  totally  condemned  and  one  Carcase  was 
Ipassed  after  being  detained  in  Cold  Store  for  a period  of  three  weeks  at  a 
Itemperature  of  not  more  than  20  degrees  Farenheit.

The  attention  of  the  person  concerned  was  drawn  to  this  fact  and  the 
one  Meal  was  re-labelled.
